A t 9:20 o’clock the St. Louis and Chi­ 
cago express, which left K ansas City 
over the Chicago and Al too. railroad at 
8:45, was flagged at Blue Cut and cam e 
to a standstill.

ately covered the engineer and firem an 
and compelled them to get down from 
th e ir cab. 
At The sam e tim e another 
m em ber of the gang uncoupled the ex 
press car from the rest of the train . 
T he robbers quickly clim bed 
aboard 
th e locomotive and the express car, and 
before the surprised train m en had tim e 
to collect their wits th e bandits were 
speeding down the steep grade beyond 
B lue Cut w ith the engine and the ex­ 
press coach, and E xpress M essenger A. 
J. F rie r of St. Louis was a prisoner in 
th e express car. 
A t m idnight no word had been re­ 
ceived here of the tra in or robbers. 
F ro m independence to Glendale, the 
nex t station beyond, it is six m iles, 
and the supposition is the robbers have 
looted the car and left the train some­ 
w here in the woods between the two 
statio n s. 
The fate of E xpress M essen­ 
g er F rie r is causing considerable anx­ 
iety. 
K ansas City officials of the U nited 
S tates E xpress Com pany state th at the 
tra in carried very little cash, but th a t 
th e car was filled w ith an enorm ous 
am o u n t 
of m iscellaneous express 
of 
g re a t value. C hristm as boxes m ade up 
a considerable am ount of the treasure. 
Of E xpress M essenger F rie r all the of­ 
ficials will say is th a t he is heavily 
arm ed, and “dead gam e,” but they ad­ 
m it th a t the chances are all against 
him . 
W hen the robbery becam e know n a t 
Independence a posse of county officials 
set out for the scene of the hold-up, 
a n d a t m idnight County M arshal K esh- 
lear w as arran g in g to send out a force 
of officers from K ansas City. 
Though Blue Cut is b*ss than fifteen 
m iles d ista n t from K ansas City, it is 
a wild and unsettled section, and an 
ideal spot for any such outlaw ry. 
It 
is a deep cut through solid rock, and 
except in broad daylight is as alm ost 
as d ark as a tunnel. 
K ansas City, Mo., Dec. 24.—A t I 
o ’clock this m orning a telephone m es­ 
sage was received from G lendale sta t­ 
ing th a t E ngineer E. D. Meade and his

diately after the robbery they had set 
ou t tow ard G lendale in search of th eir 
locom otive. 
They found th eir engine 
dead in a cut a mile east of Glendale, 
w ith the express car, bu t the report 
says nothing about the fate of the ex­ 
press m essenger. 
E ngineer Meade is 
reported to have said th a t there were 
th re e robbers, and th a t he 
identified 
th em as th ree of the m en who had held 
up th e train two m onths ago. E ngineer 
M eade was in charge of th a t train .

Calabria it is customary among the 
peasantry at Christmas time to place 
cake upon a table and to drive the oxen 
around it, those who attempt to taste 
the food tieing slaughtered on the spot. 
In the isle of Man the cruel pastime 
known as “ hunting the wren,” and 
which dates back to pagan times, is 
still practiced every Christmas morning, 
all the villagers turning out, every 
one armed with two sticks—one for 
beating the bushes and the other for 
throwing at the birds. The origin of the 
custom is to be found in the legend ac­ 
cording to which “ there formerly lived 
in the isle of Man a very beautiful fairy 
who exercised great influence over tho 
male population by means of her voice, 
enticing them into tho sea, where they 
were drowned. So long did this continue 
that fears were entertained that tho is­ 
land would be depopulated. Eventually, 
however, a knight errant of King Ar­ 
thur’s Round Tablo appeared upon the 
scene, and he, haviug discovered a 
means of overcoming tho fairy’s charm, 
pressed her so hard with a plot for her 
destruction that she could only save 
herself by taking the form of a wren. 
While she was in this form a spell was 
cast upon her which compelled her to 
assume the bird’s form on each Christ­ 
mas day and decreed that she should ul 
timately “ die by human hands;” hone 
tho cruel hunting of the wren i9 kept 
up, and after the birds have been killed 
the children place them on ivy bushes 
and carry them around in procession.

The chanti­ 
cleer being the bird that is first to her­ 
ald in the advent of the morning light, 
the Spaniards, by a happy and quaint 
conceit, like to imagine that be is anx­ 
ious on this night of nights to call upon 
them even at midnight to be awake and 
to salute the happy morning. 
In the 
principal churches of Madrid and Seville 
this midnight mass in honor of the 
“ Dios Nino” is rendered with exquisite 
pastoral music, castanets and tambour­ 


ines playing an important part in the 
orchestra, while now and again, 
by 
means of a special instrument, pathetic 
and birdlike notes swell up with pecul­ 
iar beauty, as if some midnight bird 
had leut its voice to mingle with the 
angelic psalms to herald in the mystic 
coming of the bab** of Bethlehem. 
In 
the churches of the small provincial 
towns and villages the instrumental 
bird notes are replaced by thoso of an 
ordinary rooster, which by some device 
known to the peasants is made to crow 
at tho appointed period during the cele­ 
bration. 
Not only on the continent of Europe, 
but also in the southwestern counties 
of England a superstition prevails to the 
effect that animals possess tho power of 
speech at 12 o’clock on Christmas eve. 
Inasmuch, however, as only those per­ 
sons who are entirely free from morta 
sin are supposed to possess the privilege 
of understanding their utterances, there 
is no authentic record extant as to the 
character of their remarks on these oc 
casions.
